I am not. Mr. I •resilient, constitutionally son- 
guinowith legnrtl to projects of Ilcform; 1 nm 
well aware that tliey have too often proved delu- 
it'vc nnd impracticable. I have inclined ratlici to 
distrust all vast nnd comprehensive plana of ame- 
liorating the coiKlition .d' our Knee, and, while 
never blind or callous to the frightful muss of 
.•vils umlcr which Humanity has so long gToancd. 
1 have doubted if they were not inseparable from 
our mortal condition; ami irremediable by any di- 
reel agencies. I havo felt nnd acknowledged the 
i"..f.-e of th-' argument wldeJi rigid Conservatism 
opposes to all projects of Reform— that iho Good 
they promise is contingent und distant, wkile the 
Evil which is inseparable from their progress is 
positive and immediate. 

I think this broad and general objection is folly 
obviated by the system of Association. Thi* sys- 
tem rcstuircs no immediate sacrifice ns a condition 
precedent of ultimate benefit. While it may well 
satisfy the most thorough Radical, ii need not 
alarm tin- most timid Conservative.
